THREE TO ONE. 


New Zealand Wins. 
First Tesi. 
Fast, Clean Game. 
Aussies Battle Hard. 


The first test match between 
Australia and New Zealand dew a 
crowd which mounted from 3,000 
at the outset to about 10,000. The 
usually green surroundings of Car- 
isbrook were dulled by a curtain of 
mist, and a slight drizzle wag fall- 
ing just as the tearns entered the 
field. The overnight conditions 
had made the turf greasy, and this 
state of affairs meant an advantage 
to New Zealand. One excellent 
judge of the game ventured the 
cpinion that the deadening of the 
“going” was as good as a couple of 
goals to the home players. The 
crowd were happy from the start, 
and persistently cheered good bits 
of lay. Amongst the most vocal 
were the 700 or so enthusiasts who 
had come by train this morning 
from Kaitengata. <A bright spot, 
both to sight and hearing was pro- 
vided by the Band of the Otago 
Regiment. That a fairly big per- 
centage of the onlookers were fol- 
lowers of the rival code of Rugby 
was clear from the comments and 
from the amusement expressed at 
the back-and-forth “heading” tac- 
ties, which Soccerites took as seri- 
ously as a Rugbyite would take a 
passing rush. There was no doubt 
about the fervor of the applause 
when New Zealand scored first goal, 
aud the shot which equalised the 
score for Australia was just as 
heartily cheered. The crowd, while 
irnpartial were pleased with the All 
Blacks’ win.
